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Winning the Champagne Stakes at Belmont 


F LYING FURY, a product of one of the world’s most suc- 
cessful sires and an Alabama winner, will enter the stud 
at Claiborne Farm for the 1957 season. He raced for three 
seasons, won stakes in each year, and earned a total of 
$145,595. 


The son of *Nasrullah was one of the leading 2-year-olds 
of 1954 and was weighted at 119 lbs. on the Experimental 
Handicap. Flying Fury won his first stakes when he came 
from behind in a driving finish to win the one-mile Cham- 
pagne Stakes at Belmont from Grandpaw, Gold Box, and 
Cup Man. 


In a prep for the Garden State Flying Fury stumbled 
coming out of the gate and went to his knees. He recovered 


and went after the leaders, was six lengths off with a fur- 
long to go, but caught the leaders to win by three-quarters 
of a length. 


In the Garden State Stakes, Flying Fury was the slowest 
out of the gate and started moving up in the backstretech. 
In the final drive he outran all the others except the winner 
Summer Tan and just missed getting second money. Poor 
racing luck dogged his efforts in the Pimlico Futurity for 
which he started favorite. Away slowly, he was caught ina 
jam on the first turn, was forced wide on the last turn but 
closed well to get a second to Thinking Cap. 


As a 38-year-old Flying Fury moved into the Derby picture 
with another of his come-from-behind victories in the Derby

On August 31 
he ran second in the 1%-mile Merchants’ und Citizens’ Hand- 
icap to Thinking Cap. Flying Fury got his revenge on 
Thinking Cap in their next start, the 11-mile Manhattan 
Handicap, by winning easily. Others trailing were Jet Ac- 
on, Paper Tiger, Honeys Alibi, etc. Flying Fury started in 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup but unseated his rider immediately 
after leaving the starting gate. It was his last start.

"! Get Half" 


Promoter Jack Kramer. who a couple of 
years back owned the biggest game in 
international tennis, a few days ago was 
host at a luncheon at which he introduced 
to New York sportswriters his newest 
chattel. Australia’s little Ken Rosewall. 
Dinner done. Kramer came under the ear 
of the New York Herald-Tribune’s Red 
Smith, who dutifully reported: 

“At a table across the room, Kramer was 
talking about race horses. Apparently he 
has been hard pressed to find some means 
of getting rid of the pounds he collected 
Down Under. so he has become a big 
international breeder and owner, which 
ought to suit his purpose admirably. 

“‘There’s the tax consideration, of 
course. he was saying, ‘and I found it was 
possible to do this. I bought into a breed- 
ing establishment. We've got a stallion 
named Newtown Wonder and all the mares 
are imported English stock. 

“T turned over half the money I made 
down there. and in exchange I got a half- 
interest in all the foals born on American 
time, early in the year, that is. ... So far 
we've had five foals born since the first of 
the year, cute little things; I never saw a 
stud farm before. . .. Altogether, I'll have 
an interest in twenty-four horses, and I 
get half of everything they make.’ 

“Will they be broken and trained down 
there?” he was asked. “Or shipped up 
here as yearlings?” 

“We don’t know. Those decisions will 
have to be made as the time comes, prob- 
ably with individual cases in mind. but 
whatever they earn I get half of it. New- 
ton Wonder gets a lot of speed. His off- 
spring can really run, though usually their 
limit is about seven furlongs. They ought 
to go great in California. 

**Meanwhile, I’m finally in the business 
I always wanted to get into—horse 
racing.’ ”

And then there was a column written 
by sportswriter Edwin Pope, of the Miami 
HERALD. 


Only 29,000 people tived in Miami in 
1920. And when some of them told 
Benjamin Allyn Jones that some day he 
wouldn't have to take his horses all the 
way to Cuba to win feed-money, he just 
smiled tolerantly. 

A smile of any sort was difficult for 
Jones in those days. He carried a thin 
wallet. He was 38 years old, a superb 
trainer of race horses, but purses never 
seemed to catch up with expenses.

So, since there were no tracks in Florida 
and little prospect that there ever would 
be, Ben Jones was going to Havana. 
Oriental Park offered purses up to $1.000! 
And how Jones could use it! 

“We win pretty good at the “20 meet- 
ing.” he smiles, leaning from a pony at 
Gulfstream Park where he is training 
“babies” for Calumet Farm. 

“But ’m young and I’m spending a lot. 
betting, living it up in general. So, come 
the last day of the meeting, I’ve got $400 
in my pocket. And I need $900 to pay my 
bills and get out of Cuba and back home 
to Parnell, Missouri.” 

Jones owned a filly named Mary Riegel. 
She had cost him $3,500. He figured she 
could win a last-day $900 race breezing. 
He put her in. Then he bet his last $400 
on Mary Riegel. straight. 

“Breezing?” Jones echoes. “Mary 
Riegel don’t win breezing. It’s a real race. 
When they came down the stretch neck and 
neck, sweatin’ shakin’ and 
wonderin’ how I’m going to like the inside 
of those Cuban jails. 

“But she wins!” he says with glee. 
though it was 36 years ago. “She wins by 
a nose. And I almost faint for joy. This 
is my ticket back to the States!” 

Today the aggregate earnings of Ben 
Jones’ horses for Calumet run to millions 
of dollars. He has taken six Kentucky 
Derbies—in 1938 with Lawrin, 1941 with 
Whirlaway. 1944 with Pensive. 1948 with 
Citation, 1949 with Ponder. 1952 with Hill 
Gail. 


“But the big winners.” Ben Jones says. 
“always seem to come when you need 
‘em the least. Of all the races my horses 
ever won, the one that meant most to me 
was for $900 in Havana.” 


A look at the records reveals that Jones raced the 
5-year-old| Mary  Reigel—not Riegel—at 
Oriental Park in 1923, not in 1920. She won 3 
races at the neeting, on February 25, March 4, 
and March 16. In her last victory 7 days away 
from the end of the meeting, she had a marg'n of 
3 lengths. Her previous victories were by a length 
and a nose.—Ed,

Los ANcGeLEs. Last fall. when Mrs. 
Mary Elizabeth Whitney Person Lunn was 
assembling a division of horses at her 
farm in Virginia for winter racing at Santa 
Anita Park. trainer Charley Whittingham 
pleaded. “Please don’t send that jumper 
to me.” 

The jumper that Charley didn’t want 
was Corn Husker. a big-bodied. rugged 
gelding which had won a hurdle stakes at 
Belmont Park. “Vl breed them and feed 
them.” Mrs. Lunn replied. “and you train 
them. Then. we'll all be happy.” 

Mrs. Lunn and he tall trainer were 
overjoyed when Corn Husker. carrying an 
impost of 105 pounds. stormed into the 
lead at the head of the home stretch and 
then held off *Holandes II in a fighting 
finish to win the 20th running of the 
$100.000-added Santa Anita Handicap. 
Spinney. Lou Rowan’s hero of the Ma- 
turity. was third, with Lover Boy. a long- 
shot owned by Mr. and Mrs. T. M. Kerr. 
fourth. The time for the mile and a quar- 
ter was 2:0145 over a track that. almost 
miraculously, was “good.” 

The night before the running of the 
Santa Anita Handicap southern California 
was visited by a storm that dumped 2% 
inches of rain on the Arcadia course in 6 
hours. Santa Anita officials had received 
word of the approaching rain just in time 
to “seal” the track. By rolling trucks and 
all other available heavy equipment back 
and forth over the course. they were able 
to pack the track hard. so that when the 
rain came, the water rolled away instead 
of soaking in. 

Before the races got under way the 
harrows broke the “seal.” The track was 
called “slow” for the first race, “good” 
for the second. It was labeled “fast” for 
the last race of the day. 


4-Horse Contest 


Of the 18 entered on Thursday, 2 days 
before the race. 15 went to the post. Blen 
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Host. Gigantic, and *Poona II, winner of 
the 1955 renewal. were late declarations. 


Only 4 horses figured prominently in 
the running. Battle Dance. which might 
have been the winner if those 21% inches 
of rain had been permitted to soak into 
the track. had the lead for the first mile. 
But he never could quite shake off Spin- 
ney. which showed more speed than usual. 
Going into the last quarter. Spinney 
showed briefly in front. but almost’ im- 
mediately he was collared. first by Corn 
Husker and then by *Holandes II. 

Corn Husker was never far away. He 
had improved his position steadily. and 
on the far turn he swung wide to get 
around Battle Dance. Spinney. and Pit 
Boss. *Holandes IL. tar back in the early 
running. moved up to make his bid going 
into the far turn, and hustling into the 
stretch he was lapped on Corn Husker. 
on the extreme outside. 

That was the end of the line for Pit 
Boss and Battle Dance. but only the begin- 
ning of the battle for Corn Husker. *Ho- 
landes II, and Spinney. A furlong from 
the wire it seemed that *Holandes II 
might meke it. He fought his way to 
within a head of Corn Husker. and then 
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the difference in weights — 105 to 121 — 
had its effect. Corn Husker edged away 
slightly to win by half a length. Spinney. 
holding on stubbornly along the rail, was 
another half a length away. 

For the first time in his last 16 races 
at Santa Anita. Honeys Alibi failed to get 
a part of the purse. He finished eighth 
without offering a threat at any stage of 
the race. and came out of the race gimpy. 

Corn Husker had been assigned 104 
pounds for the big race. Eddie Arcaro,. 
who had his choice of the Llangollen 
mounts. preferred Corn Husker to Social 
Climber. but a trip to Florida a week be- 
fore the Santa Anita Handicap had ruined 
what chance he had of getting his weight 
down to the absolute minimum of 109. 

So Ralph Neves. who ordinarily rides at 
110. went on a week-long diet. and 
trimmed down to 105. Neves’ immortal 
words immediately after the race were: 
*Man. [’'m hungry!” 


Down from 141 


In the winner’s circle, Mrs. Lunn spent 
considerable time kissing Corn Husker. 

“What did he do?” she was asked later 
in the press box. 

“He kissed right back.” she said. 
a lover.” 

Actually. Corn Husker is a quiet, ex- 
tremely well mannered horse. “Anything 
goes with him.” Mrs. Lunn said. “He’s a 
real ‘country’ horse, just like his name.” 

His dam. Miss Nebraska, once was sold 
by Mrs. Lunn for $700 (see Stakes and 
Horses); a few weeks ago she was bought 
back. 

As a 2-year-old Corn Husker was un- 
able to win in 9 starts, one a $10,000 
claiming race. Mrs. Lunn then turned him 
to the hurdles. schooling him herself with 
the L. E. Stoddard Jr. Stakes in mind. 
He carried 141 pounds, winning by almost 
2 lengths. He won another hurdle race 
at Belmont Park by 15 lengths while pack- 
ing 135 pounds. The 105 impost he had 
in the Santa Anita Handicap must have 
seemed like nothing at all to him. 

Corn Husker’s sire. *Endeavour II, 
stands at Mrs. Lunn’s new Rancho Llan- 
gollen in Chino. “Some people have been 
ducking me on breeding to *Endeavour,.” 
she laughed. “Now let them try to get in.” 

The Caliente future book, which opened 
Corn Husker at 100-1, reportedly was 
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hard hit by his victory. He was the 
worst horse in the field. as far as the 
book was concerned. 

Mrs. Lunn was asked if it were true 
that she now owned a piece of Caliente. 
“I didn’t bet a dime,” she said. “I can’t 
afford to bet and feed my horses, too.”

Boyle Unloading 


Clint Murchison. Texas oilman who 
purchased Del Mar race track in 1954, 
this week was reported to have been 
granted an option to purchase Charles 
Town race track for $4,000,000 from 
Albert J. Boyle. 

According to the agreement. Murchison 
will have to take the track between May 
2 and May 15. Three million dollars will 
have to be paid in cash, and a note will be 
accepted for the remaining million. 

Boyle also owns Waterford Park. near 
Chester. but the option covers only Charles 
Town. 


MICHIGAN 
Bite-Testing 


Detroit. The same day that racing 
commissioner James H. Inglis went to 
Lansing to submit his controversial post- 
time rule to the attorney general’s office 
it became open season on horse racing in 
the Michigan legislature. 

While Inglis was asking for approval of 
a first post “no later than 3:30 p. m.” 
for the Thoroughbred tracks, the Republi- 
can floor leader of the House of Repre- 
sentatives was introducing a bill to in- 
crease the pari-mutuel tax. 

Rep. Allison Green. of Kingston. pro- 
posed not only to increase the take-out 
from 12 to 13 per cent on Thoroughbred 
racing, with the state getting the increase. 
but he sought to trim the tracks’ share of 
the betting from 6 to 5% per cent. 

The commissioner and the tracks, at 
each other’s throats all winter, quickly 
realized they would have to join hands 
against this threat. 

Inglis. always a vigorous opponent of 
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Mrs. M. E. Lunn

any pari-mutuel tax increase, objected at 
once to legisiators. 

“Racing fans are the most over-taxed 
sports fans in the country.” he declared. 
“It would be a mistake to follow the 
example of other states where the tax has 
gone as high as 15 per cent. 

“One of the most favorable things about 
Michigan racing is that we have been able 
to hold the take-out to 12 per cent.” 

Only a month ago the commissioner had 
spoken out against a pari-mutuel tax in- 
crease proposed by the Hazel Park Racing 
Association. Hazel Park officials. meeting 
with representatives of the Michigan 
HBPA to discuss 1957 purse policy, ruled 
out any change in the percentage purse 
formula and minimum purse at this time. 
With the horsemen. however. they agreed 
to “seek relief in the pari-mutuel law.” 

Now. faced with the prospect of losing 
to the state any tax increase, Hazel Park 
abandoned its original position. It was 
willing to keep the present arrangement 
of a 6-6 split. ; 

“We find the bill highly objectionable.” 
said vice president James Bellanca. “It 
would force us to make cuts all along the 
line—with the horsemen. employees and 
improvements.” 

Speaking for the Michigan Racing As- 
sociation, president E. E. Dale Shaffer 
said: “Rep. Green’s bill . . . will not raise 
the $1.500.000 he claims it will. Rather. 
it will cost the State of Michigan money, 
for the history of such moves in other 
states is one of decreased revenues. 

“Kentucky is a clear-cut example of what 
happens in such cases. While the take-out 
at Churchill Downs has been soaring to 15 
per cent in the last decade, the track’s 
mutuel play has risen only 18 per cent. 


In contrast, Keeneland can show an in- 
crease of 63 per cent in mutuel play over 
the same period. while the take-out hias 
remained at a constant 10 per cent.” 

Charles White. vice president of the 
Michigan HBPA and president of the 
Michigan Thoroughbred Owners Associa- 
tion, expressed concern for purses under 
the proposed change in the tax law. 

“Unquestionably.” he said, “the tracks 
would insist on revising our purse formula. 
We now get 2.875 per cent of all money 
bet, or 48 per cent of the tracks’ mutuel 
receipts. If they took a cut. we’d have to 
take a cut, too, and that would cost horse. 
men at least $200,000 a year.” 

He added that Michigan horsemen would 
continue their efforts to have the state 
allot part of any pari-mutuel tax increase 
to the tracks so that purses could be 
raised. 

Meanwhile. the post-time issue stayed 
alive, although for the moment it was over- 
shadowed. Both Hazel Park and _ the 
MRA reiterated their opposition to any 
“rule” and appeared ready to go to court. 

Under the circumstances in Lansing. it 
seemed commissioner Inglis and the tracks 
would be wiser to prepare a united front.

Trials of Summer Tan 


Miami. Sherrill Ward is quiet. 
deliberate man who trains one of the finest 
handicap horses in America—Summer 
Tan. After the horse’s smashing triumph 
over Bardstown in the 11-mile McLennan 
Handicap at Hialeah Park 3 weeks ago, 
Summer Tan was thought by many to be 
the very best around. His disappointing 
race in the 114-mile Widener Handicap on 
February 23 removed some of the luster. 
but any horse is entitled to a bad day. 
and Summer Tan hasn’t had many of 
them. 

A few days before the Widener, it was 
suggested to Ward that Summer Tan was 
racing in the best form of his career. 
Ward wasn’t certain that such was the 
case. 

Thinking carefully as he spoke. Ward 
admitted his horse “might be” better now 
than ever before. “Most people seem to 
think so.” he said. “I wish I could be 
sure of it. I hope it’s true... he'll have 
to be at his best to beat Bardstown Satur- 
day. 

“But don’t forget he raced well all 
summer. He ran second in 7 stakes and 
some of those beaten races were some of 
his best. I don’t actually feel there was 
an awful lot of improvement off those 
races. His race in the Gallant Fox Handi- 
cap was as good as any race he’s ever run.” 

With Needles not yet ready to run, did it 
not appear that Summer Tan and Bards- 
town dominated the handicap division? 
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Ward shook his head. “What's wrong 
with Dedicate?” he asked. “He whipped 
Summer Tan at Saratoga. beat him sound- 
ly. And he beat him in the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup, giving him a pound. It’s just 
that the horse isn’t in the limelight this 
winter. .. . He was late coming up to his 
race.” 

It had been assumed that Summer Tan’s 
next start after the Widener would be in 
the Gulfstream Park Handicap on March 
23. but Ward wasn’t sure he would start 
his horse in that stakes. 

“Maybe I'll start him; not necessarily.” 
Ward said. “He might go. if the condi- 
tions are right, if the weight is right. We 
might go up and run in the John Campbell 
Memorial at Bowie if conditions are better 
there. 

“It’s a case of wherever we can find the 
best conditions. We're not looking for 
tough spots for Summer Tan; we're trying 
to make it as fair for him as we can.” 

Most Summer Tan followers regret that 
the horse cannot get another crack at 
Nashua. the horse which always seemed to 
finish in front of him. At 2 Nashua 
defeated Summer Tan 3 times—by half a 
length in the Juvenile Stakes. by a neck 
in the Hopeful, and by a head in the 
Futurity. Summer Tan won once. by 1% 
lengths in the Cowdin., a race in which 
Nashua had trouble. 

At 3 Nashua beat Summer Tan a head 
in the Wood Memorial and. behind Swaps. 
6% lengths in the Kentucky Derby. Today 
it might be a different story, but Nashua 
is retired—and Ward for one isn’t at all 
sorry. 

“No. sir.’ Ward said. “I’m glad he’s 
gone. Mrs. Galbreath probably would 
like to get to run against Nashua right 
now. but not me. A fellow training a 
horse isn’t looking for the toughest pro- 
position around. . . . He’s looking to win 
races, not try to prove something.” 


Erb Fits 


Of all Summer Tan’s races. Ward was 
most pleased with his victory in the 
Gallant Fox Handicap last year. “That 
was his greatest race.” he said. “To me. 
that was the race that proved Summer Tan 
had the right to be called a real good 
horse. 

“Up to then he had shown he was okay 
up to a mile. In the Gallant Fox he 
dispelled all doubts that he was just a 
good mile horse. When he went a mile 
and five-eighths he attained status with 
the good ones. Winning the Garden State 
was wonderful, of course. but it didn’t 
mean an awful lot aside from the money 
standpoint.” 

Ward was asked why he had decided 
to put Dave Erb on Summer Tan. With 
Needles out of the McLennan and Widener. 
Erb was able to ride Summer Tan in both 
stakes, 

Ward deliberated a bit. 
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“Well, I had 


watched Erb ride; matter of fact I rode 
him on a few of my horses last winter. 
He rode Greek Spy and Noorsaga for me. 
and I liked the way he settled a horse. 

“It had been my opinion right along 
that Erb was the type of rider best suited 
for Summer Tan. I was even more posi- 
tive after Arcaro rode the horse in the 
Washington Park Handicap. 

“In that race Arcaro put Summer Tan 
on the lead and Swaps came on and beat 
him easily, giving him 15 pounds, at that. 
I didn’t feel like my horse wanted to be 
ridden in that manner. So when the 
opportunity came up for me to get Erb— 
first time was in the Hawthorne Gold Cup 
—I took him. It was the same deal here 
this winter—he was available and I was 
glad to ride him.” 


Horse with Purpose 


Ward described Summer Tan as a “nice 
horse out on the track but not the easiest 
fellow to get along with around the barn. 

“He’s not an extremely hard horse to 
train. and he’s not an easy one. He has 
his little idiosyncrasies. He seems to want 
to be trained, not played with. It takes a 
good groom to manage him around the 
barn. He’s a sensitive horse to work on.” 

Summer Tan is a strapping big horse. 
and the 10 to 12 months he was off the 
track in 1955-56 certainly improved his 
looks. He is deep through the heart. there 
is lots of room for breathing, and. in the 
words of veteran horseman and breeder 
Godfrey Preece. “He has a backside like a 
Mack truck.” 

Summer Tan is a good doer. Ward says. 
but not a tremendous one. 

“We have to be careful not to give him 
too much of any one thing. We give him 
less feed at a time than we do most horses, 
and feed him more often—4 times a day 
instead of 3. We never give him carrots 
and never give him bran mash. After he 
recovered from that embolism we gave 
him some bran and it irritated him. gave 
him colic. 

“He gets a lot of alfalfa and light mixed 
hay. We crush his oats fresh with a 
machine and it seems to make a differ- 
ence.” 


Fact and Fable 


How many times has Ward been asked 
to tell how he saved Summer Tan 3 years 
ago, when the colt suffered the near-fatal 
embolism. 

Sherrill smiled. “That’s kind of become 
a fable now. It seems people keep telling 
me what happened, more than ask me. 
Actually. it was just a case of a horse 
being painfully sick and me and everybody 
else pitching in and doing everything we 
possibly could. It took a long time but 
the colt made it. That’s about it.” 

It had been reported that Summer Tan 
was suffering from an ulcerated tooth the 
day last year that Bardstown defeated him 


in the Trenton Handicap. Ward denied it 
emphatically. 

“There wasn’t a thing wrong with my 
horse that day. He just lost to a horse 
that whipped him fair and square.” 

The only other serious difficulty 
Summer Tan has had, aside from his 
long illness as a 2-year-old, was a pinched 
mouth suffered before the United Nations 
Handicap last year. 

“It wasn’t very serious,” Ward said.’ 
“He pinched his cheek, and it caused a 
hematoma. His mouth got real sore, so 
we decided against starting him. Actually 
he could have run that day, but we didn’t 
want to take a chance of hurting him .. . 
or somebody else in the race.” 

Summer Tan still wears blinkers when 
he runs. but Ward thinks they are super- 
fluous now. 

“First time he ran, right here at Hialeah, 
he was looking in the grandstand instead 
of running. Next time out, at Jamaica, we 
put the blinkers on him and he ran fine. 
We've kept them on him, but I think he’d 
run every bit as well without them. Just 
a precaution, now.” 

Immediately before the Widener Ward 
was asked if he felt Summer Tan could 
defeat Bardstown again. 

“T never feel confident.” he said. “I’m 
scared. [I’m always scared. You never 
know how a race will be run.” 


Bardstown’s Day 


Ward’s apprehension was more than 
justified when the 5-horse field approach- 
ed the quarter-pole in the Widener. Bards- 
town. which had gone to the lead on the 
first turn and stayed there under superb 
rating by Willie Hartack. was challenged 
now by Summer Tan, which had been wait- 
ing about 3 lengths behind. 

Getting past Switch On into second 
place. Summer Tan raced to within three- 
quarters of a length of Bardstown. But 
here, at the point he had pulled away from 
Bardstown in the McLennan Handicap, it 
was Bardstown which suddenly ran off 
from Summer Tan. Hartack was looking 
back and easing his mount through the 
final sixteenth, winning by 4% lengths. 
Summer Tan, perhaps unable to handle a 
track labeled “good” but in rough condi- 
tion, faded out of the money. Mr. First 
was second and Switch On, a length and 
a half behind Mr. First. edged Summer 
Tan by a head for the show. 

Bardstown, which gave Summer Tan 4 
pounds in the McLennan, gave him 2 
pounds this time—126 to 124. But certain- 
ly the 2 pounds didn’t account for Summer 
Tan’s failure. Ward, never one to make 
excuses when his horse is beaten. made 
the expected statement after the race: “We 
just got beat. Bardstown was the best 
horse out there today.” 

Erb takes defeat in stride. He politely 
and eloquently answered all questions put 
to him. “We had no excuses that cost us 
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the race,” he said. “Every horse has 
some kind of trouble when he runs a mile 
and a quarter. but we just lost this one. 

“I'm sure the off track wasn’t the reason 
he didn’t make it. Summer Tan just didn’t 
have that extra effort this time. He 
hardly responded when I went to the 
whip. But he was beaten by the finest 
horse around. It’s no disgrace losing to 
Bardstown.” 

Hartack, a very pleasant fellow to talk 
to after a victory, said he had talked the 
race over with Jimmy Jones, Calumet 
trainer, and that they had decided to “run 
the race as it came up. We followed the 
path that offered the best footing (about 
7 feet off the rail). When I saw Summer 
Tan come at me on the last turn I was 
surprised he tried to come inside me where 
the footing was a little off. I hit Bards- 
town then. and he took off like a scared 
cow. He runs for his rider and responds 
perfectly.” 

Jones said Bardstown probably would 
make his next start in the Gulfstream Park 
Handicap. 

“He ran better than I thought he would 
on the racing strip.” he said. “He’s run 
in mud before, but that time the track had 
a better bottom than this one. I’ve never 
seen him better . He’s at the peak of his 
form.” The victory was worth $82.800 to 
Calumet Farm. 

Summer Tan, the 1-2 favorite. lugged 
in badly through the stretch after failing 
to catch Bardstown at the quarter-pole. 
He apparenily had hit the rail 3 times: 
Erb displayed a hole through his left boot.

State of Inquiry 


Tropical Park and president Saul Silber- 
man were getting their lumps this week 
from the Florida State Racing Com- 
mission, which was conducting a lengthy 
inquiry into Silberman’s alleged dealings 
with out-of-state gamblers. 

The commission charged that Silber- 
man had employed Maurice J. Hirshstein. 
once arrested for bookmaking in Cleveland. 
as an unlicensed public-relations employee; 
that Silberman’s telephone had been used 
to place more than 100 calls to Philip 
Gerson, described as a Cleveland book- 
maker and gambler; and that Silberman 
this year had bet more than $660,000. 
much of it on credit, at his own track. 
Silberman was asked to defend himself 
against possible revocation of his license 
to operate the race track. 

In a statement to the commission Silber- 
man denied knowing anything of the long- 
distance calls until they were called to 
his attention by investigating officers of 
the state’s attorney’s office. 

He said Hirshstein’s services had been 
used chiefly in forming a syndicate for 
the purchase of Randall Park in Cleve- 
land, which Silberman recently _ sold. 
Under the circumstances he hadn’t real-

ized Hirshstein needed to be licensed by 
the Florida commission.

MARYLAND 
Problem of Choice 


The Maryland State Racing Commission 
this week sidestepped the question of 
whether Laurel and Pimlico should be 
allowed to consolidate. Commissioners 
thought that the “citizens of Maryland” 
should decide through their representa- 
tives in the state legislature. 

The commission held a hearing on the 
issue on February 18 (The Blood-Horse of 
February 23. page 504), and on February 
21 it released the following statement of 
policy: 

“This commission is of the opinion that 
arguments advanced in both favor of and 
against the moving of Pimlico racing to 
Laurel have weight. The commission, being 
a regulatory body only, feels that the 
matter is one for the citizens of Maryland 
to decide, and it should not attempt to 
make recommendations which might 
amount to an usurpation of powers proper- 
ly and justly reposed in the public, which 
serves by and through its legislative 
representatives in Annapolis. 

“Therefore, it is the conclusion of the 
commission and its decision that the com- 
mission will not propose or sponsor any 


legislation in this matter, but recommends 
that the parties in interest present their 
views and contemplated changes to the 
legislature. 

“In view of the keen competitive situa- 
tion in Maryland racing today. brought 
about by additional days of racing and the 
construction of 5 racing plants in nearby 
states, and also recent developments which 
have taken place in Baltimore. having a 
direct effect on the Pimlico  plant— 
perhaps. a reappraisal of the mile track 
racing picture would be advisable at this 
time.” 

Taking the commission’s advice. Laurel 
and Pimlico found legislative sponsors for 
their bill which would allow 80 days of 
racing at one track. The current Mary- 
land racing law prohibits more than 50 
days at any one track. 

Several members of the Maryland 
Assembly criticized the commission for 
not taking a stand on the proposal. 
Delegate Blair Lee said, “They passed the 
buck,” and Senator John G. Turnbull 
asked, “Who is supposed to know whether 
the merger will be good for racing if the 
commission doesn’t know?”

Corn Husker’s success in the handicap was the 
second for a converted hurdler. In 1935 *Azucar 
won the race for Fred M. Alger Jr. after having 
run for Joseph E. Widener in steeplechase races. 

Corn Husker is the first stakes winner this year 
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for *Endeavour II, which stands at Mrs. Lunn’s 
ranch at Chino. Calif. 

At the 1954 Keeneland fall sales Mrs. Lunn sold 
Miss Nebraska, in foal to *Endeavour II, to D. 
R. Thompson of Springfield, Colo., for $700. Several 
weeks ago she bought the mare back privately from 
Thompson.

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J. R. Keene and Castleton 


This is the second of a series of articles 
on James R. Keene, his racing stable, and 
Castleton Farm, 


Foundations of a Stud 


The years 1891-93 were eventful ones 
in the building of James R. Keene’s Turf 
empire. Although Keene did not attain 
his full success with Thoroughbreds until 
the turn of the century. he laid the founda- 
tion in these 3 years, when he bought 83 
horses in the U. S. and England. It was 
also in this period that he acquired Castle- 
ton Farm. just north of Lexington, where 
his stud was operated for about 20 years. 


In 1891 Keene sent William Easton, the 
noted auctioneer and managing director of 
Tattersall’s in New York. to England to 
buy mares at the Newmarket December 
sales. Easton consulted William Allison, 
special commissioner for the Sportsman, 
and they selected a group which included 
3 of the Castleton foundation mares: 
*Cinderella. 1888. by Hermit—Mazurka. 
by See Saw: *Belle Rose. 1889. by Beau- 
desert—Monte Rosa, by Craig Millar; and 
*Mavourneen. 1888. by Barcaldine—Gay- 
dene, by Albert Victor. *Cinderella was 
the dam of Peter Pan; *Belle Rose pro- 
duced the dams of Pennant and Sweep: 
*Mavourneen produced *Voter and the 
dam of Celt. 


The following year Keene bought 
Domino and several other good American- 
bred yearlings. In the fall of 1892 Keene 
decided to try the Newmarket sales again. 
Allison later reported that on the Saturday 
before the sales were to begin he received 
a cablegram from Keene: “Buy me 10 
high-class mares in foal best horses. Limit 
average 1.000 (guineas) each.” 

Allison continued. “This was indeed a 
commission. and I should like to have had 
a fortnight to make all the necessary 
inspections and inquiries, but fortune 
somehow favoured me this time. and as I 
was well acquainted with almost all the 
stud grooms and breeders I could quickly 
learn all I wanted to know. By the end 
of the second day’s sale I had got 6 lots 
and cabled result. Next morning there 
was a reply: ‘Have cabled 6.000 credit 
Tattersalls. Very pleased. You can exceed 
instructions if you think fit.” 

Allison did think fit, and he wound up 
with 12 mares. which he said were “the 
real foundation of Mr. Keene’s greatest 
successes on the Turf.” Among his selec- 
tions were: 


*SYLVABELLE, 1887, by Bend Or—Saint Editha, 
by Kingley Vale, in foal to Galliard. The foal, *EIf, 
was the dam of Broomstick. 

*ATALA, 1887, by Uncas—Florimel, by Adventur- 
er, in foal to Amphion. The foal, *Harpsichord, 
was the dam of Harmonicon, one of the best 
horses in England in the early 1900's. *Atala also 
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produced Hilarious, winner of the Withers, Carlton, 
and Tidal Stakes in 1909. 

*BONNIE GAL, 1889, by Galopin—Bonnie Doon, 
by Rapid Rhone. Her offspring included Disguise, 
winner of the Jockey Club Stakes and third in 
the Derby in England; Coy Maid, winner of the 
Packer and Bellerose Stakes; and Belgravia, dam 
of Bonnie Mary and Black Toney. 

*FAIR VISION, 1886, by Touchet—Enchantress, 
by Scottish Chief. Her produce included Horo- 
scope, winner and sire; Miss Jenny, dam of the 
stakes winners Gretna Green and Meggs Hills and 
granddam of Upset: and Peter Quince, a successful 
sire. 

*EDITHA, 1886, by Master Kildare—Violet Mel- 
rose, by Scottish Chief. Dam of Dominoes, which 
produced the good stakes winner Dominant and 
the South American matriarch Mystify; Hurst Park, 
stakes winner and sire; and Pope Joan, winner 
and dam of Militant. 


Castleton and Major Daingerfield 


With the purchase of many American 
and English-bred mares. Keene needed a 
breeding farm. and in the years 1892 and 
1893 he had his brother-in-law Maj. Fox- 
hall Daingerfield scout the Blue Grass 
countryside for a suitable site. 

Keene and Daingerfield had met in Cali- 
fornia in the late 1850’s when Daingerfield 
and his sister, Sarah. were visiting a 
brother in San Francisco. Keene married 
Sarah in 1853 and remained in California 
until 1876. when he left for New York. 
Daingerfield returned to Washington (now 
Washington and Lee) University in 1859, 
and obtained his law degree there 2 years 
later. When the Civil War broke out he 
joined the Confederate Army, and he 
served throughout the war. (An obituary 


said he was wounded “in every campaign 
of the Army of Northern Virginia.” ) 
After the war Daingerfield practiced 


law in Virginia for 25 years. In 1890, he 
gave up his practice because of a long 
illness and purchased a farm near Cul- 
peper. Va. There he owned a few Thor- 
oughbred mares, and he served as adviser 
to Keene on his Thoroughbred interests 
several times in the next 3 years. The 
incident which turned Daingerfield toward 
the management of Keene’s Thoroughbred 
interests occurred in 1893, when his home 
at Culpeper was destroyed by fire. This. 
was shortly after he had arranged for 
Keene to lease 700 acres of Castleton Farm 
at Lexington from its owner, W. B. Ford. 
of Richmond. Va. Keene now urged 
Daingerfield to accept the management of 
Castleton, and the Virginian accepted. 

Foxhall Keene, Keene’s only son, wrote 
in 1938: “To my mind. Major Dainger- 
field was the greatest breeder the world 
has ever seen. He was better than William 
Allison, of England, because Allison knew 
only English pedigrees. but he knew both 
English and American equally well. He 
arranged all our breeding at Castleton 
with the single exception of the mating of 
Commando and Running Stream (both by 
Domino) which produced Ultimus. and 
was made at my suggestion. 

“The remarkable success that Major 
Daingerfield obtained at Castleton was due 
to his profound knowledge of blood-lines. 
There was a reason for everything that 
was done. The breeding operations there. 
and the method of rearing the yearlings. 
inaugurated a new era in the development 
of the Thoroughbred. and the system 
established is followed by the successful 
breeders of America today.” 


Domino 


Although Keene had enjoyed success in 
his first period in racing (1878-84) with 
Spendthrift and Foxhall, he had his first

great horse—Domino—in 1893. By Himyar 
—Mannie Gray, by Enquirer, Domino was 
broken by the Negro trainer Albert 
Cooper. who got the blame for the leg 
trouble which bothered Domino for the 3 
years he raced. Foxhall Keene wrote: 


“In the autumn Cooper worked the 
yearling a quarter of a mile at Coney 
Island. and Domino ran so fast that Cooper 
refused to believe his stop watch. So he 
tried him again the following morning. 
and he went just as fast as before. (Times 
of the trials were not reported.) 

“Cooper's incredulity had a most un- 
happy result, for these 2 fast trials. so 
close together, all but ruined Domino. He 
bowed both front tendons and ever after 
that ran in bandages.” 


Foxhall had done the bidding on 
Domino when the colt was offered at 
Tattersalls, and he was listed as_ the 


buyer in the sales summaries. How the 
colt came to be associated with his father 
and how the Keenes prepared for his cam- 
paign is recounted in detail by Foxhall: 

“When my father heard of Domino’s 
trial he came to me and declared. ‘Foxie. it 
is ridiculous for you to have a great horse 
like Domino, while I have only middling 
ones. Let’s merge our stables and form a 
partnership.” 

“IT was only too glad to accept his 
suggestion and thenceforward until a 
ruling of the Jockey Club made it im- 
possible. the horses ran under the names 
of J. R. and F. P. Keene. (After The 
Jockey Club ruling the horses raced under 
J. R. Keene’s name). 

“Knowing that we had a great horse 
in Domino. we proceeded to clear the 
decks for him. Our first step was to secure 
Billy Lakeland as trainer. Billy had been 
a first-class jockey and. when he retired. 
became an owner-trainer. 

“We had no jockey good enough for 
Domino . . . so we bought Fred Taral’s 
contract from Walcott and Campbell for 
$10,000. and paid him a salary of $10.000 
a year. He was a tremendously powerful 
man and many times actually seemed to 
lift Domino over the line a winner. 

“In those driving finishes he was 
obliged to hurt Domino cruelly and the 
colt came to hate him so that he would 
try to savage Taral whenever he came 
near him. At the last we had to throw 
a blanket over Domino’s head before the 
boy could mount. 

“Domino never showed the slightest 
hostility toward anyone else, and a child 
was perfectly safe in his stall; but the 
very sound of Taral’s voice was sufficient 
to drive him into a frenzy. 

“Our final effort to smooth Domino’s 
path was both costly and useless. Cooper 
had purchased a little-regarded yearling 
named Hyderabad for $350. Early in his 
2-year-old season this colt showed such 
amazing speed that my father bought him 
for $30.000 to get him out of Domino’s 
way. It was a nice profit for Cooper. and 


certainly seemed to disprove his favorite 
verse which ran: 


A naught’s a naught 
And a figger a figger 

All for the white man 
And none for the nigger. 


“Hyderabad was a bad buy. All he 
ever did for us was to fall down in the 
Futurity. causing Domino to trip over 
him.” 

Domino won his first 6 starts at 2 with- 
out difficulty, his winning margins vary- 
ing from one to 6 lengths. He began with a 
purse at Gravesend on May 23. and follow- 
ed with the Great American. Great Eclipse, 
Great Trial, Hyde Park. and Produce 
Stakes. 


The Match with Dobbins 


For the Futurity of 1893. run at Sheeps- 
head Bay. top weight of 130 pounds was 
shared by Dobbins and Domino, with the 
latter a favorite in the betting. 

Because of a 20-horse field it took 33 
minutes to get a start. Galilee had the 
early speed. and with the large field it 
appeared to be a_ decisive advantage. 
Hyderabad feli after about 2 furlongs. and 
Domino stumbled over him, almost going 
down himself. Recovering quickly, Domino 
rallied in the stretch under Taral’s slash- 
ing whip, and won by a head from Galilee, 
with Dobbins another head behind. 

Richard (Boss) Croker. owner of 
Dobbins. challenged Keene after the 
Futurity to send Domino against Dobbins 
in a match at 6 furlongs. Keene accepted 
immediately. and each agreed to put up 
$10.000. The race tentatively was sche- , 
duled for 2 weeks later. 

The date underwent almost immediate 
revision, however. Keene attended a party 
given by Croker the night of the Futurity. 
and. stung by Croker’s taunts that Domino 
needed a long rest between races, agreed 
to run the match 2 days later. 

Possibly no match race in the history 
of the American Turf was fought more 
bitterly than that between Domino and 
Dobbins. A contemporary account reported 
by Foxhall Keene: 

“The race, which was the fifth on the 
regular program, was not called until the 
sun was gilding the western sky with all 
the tints of the rainbow. The course was 
in perfect condition, and a hush of expecta- 
tation fell upon the crowd as the greatest 
colts of the year were brought onto the 
track. Domino, favorite in the betting at 
11-20. reached the course first. His bead- 
like eyes. shining like jewels from. their 
bony sockets, took in the scene as he 
cantered past the stand, the throng giving 
him a reception befitting a king of the 
Turf. His front legs, about which so much 
has been written, were bandaged in red 
flannel, but every movement of the colt 
was the embodiment of grace and freedom. 

“Dobbins, konest, phlegmatic Dobbins, 
was only 100 yards in the wake of his

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a half a length before Simms called on 
Dobbins. 

“The pace became terrific as the equine 
gladiators swung around the elbow. The 
supple bodies of the colts were stretched 
to their utmost. Dobbins was no longer 
a docile. meek 2-year-old. His eyes blazed 
and his nostrils flared as he bore down 
on his antagonist. Taral saw him coming; 
looked anxious when the chestnut head 
with its star of white showed at his saddle 
girths a quarter of a mile from home; and, 
when it crept inch by inch to Domino's 
shoulder, he waited no longer. 

“Once, twice. thrice the lash descended 
on Domino’s quivering flanks, but still 
Dobbins crept nearer and nearer. 

. ‘jhe grandstand, long before this, was 
a bedlam. A furlong from home Dobbins’ 
muzzle showed ahead. Taral shifted his 
whip from his right to his left hand and 
played a tattoo on Domino’s ribs that 
could be heard half a mile away. His 
heels were busy too, and Domino’s sides 
ran blood. The game colt, that had never 
known defeat. struggled on. and 100 yards 
from the finish there was not a man alive 
capable of predicting the winner. 

“Simms found Dobbins hanging a trifle, 
znd he, too, resorted to punishment, wisely 
putting his whip away and trusting to the 
steel. 

“Reeling and staggering like drunken 
men, or prize fighters clenching for wind 
after a fierce bout. the champions came 
to the wire. Propped against each other 
when they reached the vision of the judges. 
thev could not be separated. 

“‘Dead heat. dead heat!’ was the cry 
of the crowd. And that’s how the judges 
saw it.” 

Domino’s only other start at 2 was the 
Matron Stakes at Morris Park. a month 
after the Dobbins match. He won easily. 
raising his earnings for the year to $170.- 
799. a record which stood until Top Flight 
earned $219.000 in 1931. 

At 3 Domino also raced with distinction. 
He won the Withers, Flying. and Culver 
Stakes. the Ocean Handicap, and a match 
race against Clifford in 8 starts. He 
dead-heated with Henry of Navarre in an- 
other. His 2 defeats were in the American

opponent. The splendid proportions of — start. half a length in the van, he shouted. 


Mr. Croker’s horse were never more strik- 
ing. He did not display any of the fire of 
Domino. his eye being mild and calm, but 
there was a world of power in the sweep 
of those tremendous quarters. 

“The silence in the grandstand was 
deathlike as the colts turned at the post. 
Mr. Keene was in the timers’ stand. his 
glasses riveted on the horses, and Mr. 
Croker out at the lower end of the grand- 
stand surrounded by his friends. All 
parties to the great match were cool and 
collected. Taral on Domino and Simms 
on Dobbins eyed each other narrowly, like 
boxers sparring for an advantage. Mr. 
James Rowe. the starter. seemed anxious. 
and, when the pair swept down on him 
with Domino, always a thunderbolt at the 
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‘That won't do; you must come to me head 
and head.’ 

“Both boys trotted their horses back 
slowly, turned them; and, as if by a 
common impulse, the horses sped away on 
exactly even terms. scattering the sand in 
clouds at each mighty stride. For perhaps 
100 yards they ran thus, then Simms took 
Dobbins back a trifle. Taral was expect- 
ing such a move, and taking a pull on 
Domino. the pace became much slower. 

“Down the middle of the track the 
pair strode, Domino a neck in front with 
Taral half-turned in his saddle watching 
Simms. Just after passing the gap at the 
woods, the wily Dutchman started to make 
his effort. It was a daring attempt to steal 
away, and Domino succeeded in gaining

The Defeat in Chicago 


The late John Hervey. one of America’s 
greatest Turf writers. blamed Domino's 
defeat in the American Derby on Taral’s 
poorly judged ride: 

“Taral was instructed to stay well back 
until the first mile had been run and 
then give him free rein, these being Mr. 
Keene’s orders. Domino, accustomed to 
racing in an entirely different manner and 
unable to understand, began fighting for 
his head almost from the moment the flag 
fell and never stopped doing so, his 
desperate efforts to overcome Taral’s 
restraint being plainly evident. The con-

sequence was that when finally given free 
rein he was completely pulled out and had 
nothing left to come on with. 


“The present writer has a vivid recollec- 
tion of that occasion, and of his sympathy 
with the colt, who finished in a_ white 
lather of foam, utterly exhausted. Domino 
had not been in the race for an instant 
during the entire contest. He was also 
limping, having a foot wound, from which 
blood was flowing.” 


In his race against Clifford and Henry 
of Navarre, Domino reinjured his hoof and 
Was retired for the season. At 4 he won 
the Coney Island and Sheepshead Bay 
Handicaps. He also finished second to 
Henry of Navarre in a special race at 
Sheepshead and second to The Butterflies 
(which received a 24-pound concession) in 
the Fall Handicap. 

After Domino’s retirement trainer Wil-

liam Lakeland set down his impressions 
of the champion: 

“IT took Domino the spring he was 2 
years old. He had wintered very poorly 
and was so delicate that I had to nurse 
him like a sick child. I built him up, and 
he developed into a great racer. His legs, 
however. always troubled him. He was not 
one of the horses that you could give a 
severe preparation or run too frequently. 
He had speed enough to go the distance if 
properly rated, but if you started him when 
his tendons felt sore he would not extend 
himself. and thus the impression grew 
that he would stop. He could run over 
almost any kind of a track. As a 3-year- 
old one of his feet troubled him. I have 
often seen the blood run from the heel 
where it is divided by the frog. If Domino 
had belonged to me he would never have 
been beaten, because I never would have 
started him when I thought he was not in 


condition to do justice to himself. He was 
a natural race horse required 
comparatively little work to keep him in 
condition for races. especially the kind of 
races in which he was engaged. Domino 
was as sound a horse when I returned him 
to Mr. Keene to go into the stud as when 
I received him.” 


Domino came down with pneumonia on 
the train taking him from New York to 
Lexington. and had to be taken off his 
car at Cincinnati for emergency treatment. 
He recovere:l. and soon continued on to 
Castleton. He sired only 20 foals before 
he died on July 29. 1897. 

The following day Domino's body was 
taken to Maj. Barak Thomas’ Hira Villa 
Farm, on the Huffman Mill Pike. and was 
buried with ceremony on a small hill a 
few feet from the road. Keene had a stone 
erected over the grave. and thousands of 
tourists. on their way to visit Faraway 
Farm a few hundred yards away. have 
stopped to read the inscription: 


Here lies the fleetest runner the Ameri- 
can Turf has ever known, and one of the 
gamest and most generous of horses.

2 from New Zealand 


Probably the first stallions imported 
directly from New Zealand to the U. S. 
since 1890 are *Beau le Havre and *Peril- 
ous II. shipped recently by Edward L. 
Haydon, president of the Auckland Provin- 
cial Association of Racing Owners and 
Breeders, from his Rosehill Stud at Papa- 
kura. *Beau le Havre has been leased 
to Charles Sabatini’s Chasmar Farm in 
New Jersey. *Perilous IT to I. S. Comp- 
ton’s Mount Jackson Stud in Virginia. 

*Beau le Havre. by *Beau Pere’s son 
Beau Repaire out of the English-bred 
Pretty Browa. by Tommy Atkins out of 
Cloelia. by *Lancegaye, was a New Zea- 
land champion, winner of 13 races at 
distances from 5 furlongs to 2 miles. His 
important victories included the 6-furlong 
Royal Stakes. the 115-mile Great Northern 
Derby and Gloaming Stakes, the 2-mile 
New Zealand Cup, the Canterbury Cup. 
etc. In the Royal Stakes he won by 8 
lengths under 136 pounds. In the New 
Zealand Cup he had 129 pounds up. a 
record for a 4-year-old winner, and he 
set other records by carrying 143 pounds 
and winning the Wanganui Cup and Levin 
Cup. 

Best of *Beau le Havre’s get in his 
first 3 crops are the N. Z. Derby winner 
Port Boy and the smart filly Bridie, win- 
ner of the Guineas. 


“Perilous II, bred in England, is by 
Hyperion—Jacob’s Ladder, by Fairway— 
Sister Sarah. by Abbots Trace. He began 
service in New Zealand in 1950 and thus 
far has had 9 winners and 4 placed horses 
from 14 starters, including the high-class 
Ray Ribbon and other good ones. 

J. B. Haggin. who had brought the New 
Zealand-bred *Sir Modred from Australia 
to his Rancho del Paso in California in 
1885, got the N. Z. Derby and Canterbury 
Cup winner *Maxim directly from New 
Zealand about 5 years later. This Musket 
horse. which became the maternal grand- 
sire of Jim Gaffney and Golden Maxim. 
may have been the last Thoroughbred 
stallion brought directly from New Zea- 
land until the recent shipment of the 2 
horses from the Rosehill Stud. 


The Death of Pharis 


When war came to Europe in September. 
1939, the French Turf had an extraordinary 
year-old called Pharis, which Marcel 
Boussae considered the best horse he had 
ever bred and raced. The colt’s record, 
at the time his career was interrupted, 
consisted of 3 starts and 3 impressive 
Victories. in the 2,400-meter Prix Noailles 


and Prix du Jockey Club (Derby) and 
March 2, 1957 


the 3,000-meter Grand Prix de Paris. 

Pharis began stud service in 1940, and 
in the summer of that year. after the 
German army had overrun the country, he 
was forcibly removed to the Altefeld Stud 
under the direction of Dr. Joseph Pulte. 
In the spring of 1945 Baron Fred d’Osten. 
then manager of the Boussac studs. went to 
Altefeld as soon as the American army had 
cleared the way into western Germany and 
returned the horse to the Haras de 
Fresnay-le-Buffard, where he remained 
until his death at the age of 21 on the 
morning of February 26. 

Possessed of tremendous constitution 
and power, Pharis was a black—or almost 
black—horse standing about 16:1, so full- 
barreled and muscular that a French 
horseman once described him as an over- 
grown Shetland pony. He was by Fair- 
way’s brother Pharos out of the Clarissi- 
mus mare Carissima, a top-class runner. 
winner of the Prix de Malleret and second 
in the Prix de Diane. 

The 1941 foals by Pharis established his 
immediate success in the stud; they in- 
cluded *Ardan. best of the generation, the 
Grand Criterium winner *Priam II, and 
the Poule d’Essai des Pouliches winner 
Palencia. After his return from Germany 
there were numerous other good ones. 


Pharis had 4 winners of the French 
Derby, *Ardan. Seratch, Auriban, and 
Philius. Seratch and Talma won the St. 


Leger at Doncaster; *Cortil. the Gimerack 
Stakes; Dynamiter, the Champion Stakes 
twice. Corejada. one of his best daughters. 
took the Poule d’Essai des Pouliches. The 
only outstanding runner he got during 
his years at Altefeld was the filly Aster- 
bluete. winner of the Deutsches Derby. 
Preis der Diana. and Union Rennen. 

The forced removal of Pharis to Ger- 
many as a prize of war led to an unusual 
complication in the French stud book. 
Boussac refused to acknowledge the legiti- 
macy of the German foals, and_ their 
descendents are admitted only to “List A” 
of the French registry; wherever Pharis is 
concerned. the extension of the pedigree 
ends with an X. Asterbluete does not even 
appear in the German stud book. 


Wack Gets 2 
John de Blois Wack, California Thor- 


oughbred breeder and owner, purchased 
2 horses at the recent Threntham sales in 
Australia. For $5,250 he got a yearling 
brother to Rising Fast, one of the top 
Australian horses of recent years. and for 
$1.000 he obtained a yearling colt by 
Gabador. Gabador is a brother to *Ardan. 


Fontenay's Death 


Fontenay. a 10-year-old son of Tornado 
—Flying Colours. by Massine, died of 
tetanus at the Haras du Tellier, Argentan, 
France, where he was standing at stud. 


Bred by the late Joseph E. Widener. 


Fontenay was a high-class race horse in 
France. Retired to stud in 1951, he is the 
sire of Tropique. winner last year of the 
Coronation Cup and the Eclipse Stakes in 
England and the Prix Boiard and Prix 
Hocquart in France. and of *Le Beau 
Prince, second in the Narragansett Special 
and third in the Vosburgh Handicap in 
1956. 


CASUALTIES 


Roger H. Destroyed 


Trainer Dick Moon reported last week 
that the Saruna Stables’ Roger H.. a 3- 
year-old colt by *Big Dipper 
Anchoress, by Bull Lea. had fractured his 
left shoulder in a workout at Santa Anita 
Park on February 23 and had to be 
destroyed. 

Roger H.. bred by Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
C. Bishop’s Laguna Seca Ranch, was sold 
to Dr. I. B. Ballenger for $6.700 at the 
Del Mar sales. Roger H. started 10 times 
last year, winning the Graduation Stakes 
at Del Mar. He had not started this sea- 
son. 


Goyamo Out 


Goyamo, 6-year-old stakes winning son 
of *Goya I1—Mother India. by *Bahram. 
has been retired from racing by W. J. 
(Buddy) Hirsch. The horse pulled up 
lame after a race at Santa Anita Park on 
January 4, and Hirsch said he failed to 
respond to treatment. Hirsch said he 
would offer Goyamo for sale privately as 
a stallion prospect. 


Honeys Alibi Hurt 


W-L Ranch’s Honeys Alibi. one of the 
most consistent handicap horses on the 
West Coast. pulled up lame after the 
Santa Anita Handicap on February 23. 
Trainer Lev Fanning said the extent of 
the injury could not be determined until 
after a veterinarian’s examination, but he 
expected the son of *Alibhai to be away 
from the races for several months. 


Bum Knee 
J. H. and N. M. Monaghan’s Island 


Queen. a 5-year-old inare by Polynesian— 
Chapel Bells, by Sun Teddy. injured a 
knee in a workout at Santa Anita Park 
on February 15 and lias been retired from 
racing.

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TRAINERS 


The following story on Caliente’s leading trainer, written by Gi.es E. Wricut, is 
the last of a 3-part series on the Mexico track’s past and present. 


The Caliente Champion 


Lawrence W. (Swede) Jenner led train- 
ers at Caliente in 1956 and placed high 
on the list for all trainers on the North 
American continent. At Caliente. where 
the year is split into 6-month seasons. 
Jenner led the first with 38 winners and 
the second with 44, 

In presenting the diamond watch 
emblematic of leadership, Caliente’s 
presiding steward George W. Schilling 
referred to Jenner as “one of the great 
trainers of all time.” To many of the 
9,930 fans present at the ceremony on 
January 6 it was a reasonable statement. 
for it was the seventh time Jenner has led 
Caliente trainers. 

When it is considered that he had only 
101 racing days in which to saddle his 82 
winners in 1956, the record is the more 
remarkable—enough so that he has had 
several offers to bring his skill to major 
tracks north of the border. But Jenner 
has said no each time, and probably will 
continue to do so. 

In meeting him we had the impression 
of being in the presence of a truly happy 
person. When we left him nearly 3 hours 
later, the impression had deepened, and 
some of the reasons had been filled in. 


with foreman Frank Cagley in the stable area at the Mexican 
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Jenner. by his own admission. had a lot 
of what he wanted in life. pitched it away, 
and then. with the help of his wife—and 
he never forgets full credit for her—got 
back on the track successfully. 


Authority and Security 


“In some ways. sure, I'd like to try my 
hand at larger tracks, but racing on a 
smaller scale here has its compensations.” 
Jenner said. “I’m my own boss and have 
more security, actually. Anyway, it’s not 
how much you make but what you wind up 
with that counts. and I can operate a lot 
cheaper here. without shorting the horses. 

“Five minutes from here. across the 
border in San Ysidro, I’ve got my home 
and an acre of ground, all paid for. There 
are 3 paddocks with chain link fencing 
and more ground I can use for horses, if 
I need it. 

“Early in 1956, I went up to Santa Anita 
to see Preston Burch. I used to work for 
him. I told him all about my set-up, and 
he advised me to stay on here rather than 
move north.” 

Jenner likes to 


show his horses to 


visitors, and it’s easy to understand why. 
Their condition is somethng any trainer 
could be justifiably proud of. He averages 
about 25 in his string, although the num- 


track. 


ber increases in the winter when the 2- 
year-olds start running. 

“Some owners I never see. handling 
everything by telephone, but most live in 
southern California and like to race here 
because they can come down periodically 
to see their horses run. We've got a lot of 
small owners, who have one or two horses. 
Men who work at the aircraft plant in 
Chula Vista, for instance, and 11 El Cajon | 
people formed Hayburners Ine... which 
acquired the filly Firo Sage. now a 3- 
year-old already a good winner. They like 
horses, but they need to win something 
to keep going. 

“That’s why I like splitting purses back 
through sixth place, as they do here. It’s 
a good thing for the little owner. 

“T charge everyone $6.50 a day for each 
horse and take 10 per cent of the win 
money. Costs aren’t as much here. though. 
I use a groom for every 3 horses. usually 
about 11, and 3 exercise boys. and Frank 
Cagley helps me out as an_ assistant. 
Grooms get $35 a week, and I pay them an 
extra $2 for taking a horse to the paddock 
when it runs. The Caliente Association 
also pays a groom $2 for each runner as 
well as $15 for a winner, so the grooms do 
all right. Exercise boys get $1 for gallop- 
ing a horse, except yearlings. for which 
they get $2. Plating costs $10 a horse. 

“T start work about 6 a. m. and I’m 
through training by 10, with everything 
cleaned up by noon. I go home then to 
feed my horses there. I never train on Sun- 
day. usually ceming to the track about 8 a. 
m. to check things generally and pay my 
jockey fees, each of which runs from $15 
to $20 a mount, according to the size of 
the purse. After that I’m ready for the 
racing itself, 

“Usually things don’t go too much in 
streaks for me. although I did have 19 
winners in 8 days last summer. Things 
don’t often get too salty. either. but 
occasionally [ll have a lean period. of 
course. Usually it’s win one on a week- 
end, then maybe 2, and I like it better that 
way.” 


An 86-Pound Apprentice 


Jenner was born in South Dakota 
October 7, 1910, and was raised around 
horses, although none of his family was 
ever associated with racing. He doesn't 
know where the nickname “Swede” came 
from, for he’s of German extraction. 

“But even my parents called me that 
ever since I can remember,” he said. “By 
the time I was 10. I was making the fairs 
with Little Dan, a black horse. and Harry. 
a spotted pony. Because of their size. both 
raced as ponies and did all right.” 

In 1925 Swede came to the old Tijuana 
track, living in nearby National City. next 
door to trainer George Strate. through 
whom he met Preston Burch. He signed 
with Burch as an apprentice and began 
riding in 1926. 

“T broke my maiden January 27. 1927, 
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Lawrence Jenner (left), leading trainer at Caliente in 1956 with 82 winners, talks |

Jenner said. grin- 
ning. “I was told Chicago newspapers 
carried a headline saying that maiden jock 
and maiden horse broke every book in 
Chicago. Montello was 15 to 1.” 

Jenner weighed 86 pounds when he 
started riding. was up to 112 when he quit 
in 1929. “Horses in those days generally 
had less weight to carry.” he remarked. 

He galloped horses and broke yearlings 
for several years. was an assistant starter 
at Caliente and Santa Anita. as well as a 
performance observer. He also trained for 
several years before leaving racing to drive 
a truck in San Diego. 

Swede looked around the big. sunny 
tackroom. with the home-like touches 
which are possible when you race at the 
same track the year around, then at the 
floor. “I may as well admit it.” he said. 
shaking his head ruefully. “Drinking had 
cost me every good job I'd ever had.

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couldn't have made it without my wife, not 
the way I did. For 18 months she and I 
took care of 10 head by ourselves, doing 
everything. Then she got sick for a while 
and when she recovered I told her she’d 
worked long enough around the barn.” 

Swede said he had no preference in 
training for sprints or distance. “The 
horses pretty well decide what it'll be. I 
just try to run them where I think they'll 
fit.” 

He feeds at 5 and 10:30 a. m. and at 4:30 
p. m., the horses getting grain all 3 times. 
He also feeds carrots and green alfalfa, 
each picked only a few hours before it 
goes to the horses. Mashes are fed twice 
a week. 

The horses can have all the hay they 
want—two-thirds oat and one-third alfalfa. 
The alfalfa hay all comes from the United 
States. Oat hay must be bought in Mexico 
as long as it’s available. When it is gone. 
the border is opened for more to be 
brought across. 

“The Mexico hay is sold by the bale. 
usually around $3, but I’ve paid as high 

$4.85 a bale.” Jenner said. “That's 
more expensive than U. S. hay bought in 
50-ton lots, naturally. I prefer non-irrigated 
hay, when I have a choice. It seems to be 
finer, shorter, and sweeter than that which 
is irrigated.” 

Caliente started the new year with barns 
filled to its 800-horse capacity. In the late 
summer, the number may dwindle to 300 
or less. 

“When the second day of racing each 
week was added, it really took the pressure 
off the horsemen,” Jenner said. “With 2 
days each week. you only need one star at 
the most to get in, and owners generally 
are more willing to send horses down from 
California. With only one day of racing 
a week you'll need as many as 5 stars. I 
used to turn some of my horses out in that 
dry paddock I have to freshen up while 
waiting for the stars to accumulate. But 
when you've got 11 races on Saturdays and 
12 on Sundays, that’s just one shy of three 
8-race cards, of course, and a horseman 
can do very well on that.” 


The 7-Month Quarantine 


Horses coming to Caliente from the 
United States merely have to be bonded 
in. Going back, they are put in a test 
barn on Monday. specimens are taken and 
forwarded to Washington, D. C. Unless 
something suspicious shows up, the horses 
usually are cleared by the following Fri- 
day. 

Swede stopped at the stall of Swift Talk 
(b. m., 1951. by Alsab—Chicbella). “How 
does she look to you?” he asked. The 
mare was in excellent flesh and had a 
fine lustre. She appeared to be in splendid 
condition. and we said so. 

“She’s run each of the last 7 weeks, too.”

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months, suspected of glanders. One test 
would be suspicious, the next negative. 
And so it went. Finally she was cleared 
for racing here. but I doubt that she could 
go back across the border. Glanders?” 
He shook his head. “But something kept 
showing up that prevented her getting 
clearance.” 

Another stop was made at the stall of 
Aegean, 1948, by Mioland out of a Sea- 
biscuit mare. He tried the govd ones’ 
before being barred in California because 
of bad legs. After lying up for 2 years 
Aegean was turned over to Jenner and 
in 1956 he set Caliente’s track record of 
1:0934 for 6 furlongs. 

Jenner has lost a lot of horses in claim- 
ing races. but has only haltered only 3 in 
the last 5 years. He considers all the 
Caliente officials good competent men. 
“They have been horsemen themselves. 
mostly, and so they understand a_horse- 
man’s problems.” 

We noticed a large building occupied 
by a pool room. cafeteria, police station, 
barber shop, and a bar. “Do they serve 
hard liquor?” we asked. 

“Sure, but drunkenness is no more a 
problem here than on the other side. if as 
much. I’ve only had to let one man go 
because of drinking in 5 years. Maybe 
it’s because the bar is right next door to 
the police station.” 

The Jenners have a son. Robert. 23. 
whose interest is show business. not horses. 
but Swede doesn’t mind at all. As noted 
before, he appears to be satisfied with his 
lot—a truly happy man.

New York 
needs new tracks that cannot be built 
without money. and the money can’t be 
borrowed unless there is income in sight 
to repay the loan.

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LEADING FRENCH SIRES, 1956 


The Coefficient of Success 


Jean Romanet. of Paris. has provided. 
for the eighth year in succession. a list 
of sires of flat runners in France. with the 
number of starters and winners and the 
earnings credited to the progeny of each 
sire. 

Summation of the individual totals 
reveals that a total of 3.865 Thor- 
oughbred horses participated in flat races 
in France in 1956 and that the total 
monetary distribution was 1.521.213.842 
francs. The everage per runner was 393.- 
587 francs. The number of runners was 
the largest since 1934. The distribution 
and the average money per horse were 
the highest in history. 

The average per runner. which is the 
basis for calculating the average-earnings 
index. or coefficiente de reussite, as M. 
Romanet calls it. is particularly important 
in appraising the significance of race 
results in France. The average in 1956 
was more than twice that of 1949. more 
than 10 times that of 1941. more than a 
hundred times that of 1919. When the 
averages are translated into dollar 
equivalents the increase from 1919 to 1956 
is only about 50 per cent; but the dollar 
itself is an inconstant measure. and the 
franc is a hundredfold more volatile. 

The earnings index, or coefficient of 
success. was devised primarily as an 
arithmetic base for studying the in- 
heritance of racing class in the Thorough- 
bred. By comparing the actual earnings 
of each year with average distribution per 
runner. that is. by obtaining the ratio of 
success to opportunity. it makes allowance 
for distortions caused by monetary infla- 
tion, depression. war, etc. It brings into 
focus. on the same plane, the earnings of 
runners in different times and in different 
countries. and thus provides an internation- 


al language for use in the population staiis- 
tics of the race horse. (At the moment 
its prospects as a common language are 
about as good as those of Esperanto, 
Official publications prefer raw scores, 
which are quite useless in any attempt to 
find relationships between one generation 
and another.) 


393,587 Equals One Runner 


First step in calculating the index for a 
French sire in 1956 is to divide the gross 
earnings of his get by the 393.587 aver- 
age. The result of this process is called 
the adjustment. because it adjusts the 
earnings to the average opportunity of 
the year. It restates earnings in terms of 
the number of “average” horses represent- 
ed by the earnings. The adjustment divided 
by the number of starters gives the index 
for the group. 

The offspring of Djebel. for instance, 
earned 43.653.390 frances in 1956: when 
divided by 393.587. this sum is found to 
be the equivalent of the earnings of 110.9] 
runners at the average rate: and when 
110.91 is divided by the number of starters 
(15) it is seen that Djebel’s offspring 
earned 7.39 times their average expectancy 
in 1956. 

The only higher index was that of the 
young sire Tantieme, whose first 8 runners 
(3-year-olds of 1956) earned 7.68 times 
their expectancy. Performances of this 
sort are exceptional. of course. and it is 
most unlikely that they will be repeated 
with regularity when the number of start- 
ers is much larger. They are comparable 
to very high short-term batting averages: 
it is not uncommon for a player to achieve 
3 hits in 4 times at bat, but it is virtually 
impossible for him to get 300 hits in 400 
times at bat. Thus it will be noted that 
Djebel. the most effective sire in France 
in the 1949-56 period. has an index of

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3.32 for his 215 year-starters in the 8 
years for which data are available. 

In 1956 there were 207 sires represented 
by at least 5 runners each in French flat 
races; 64 of these. or 30.9 per cent, had 
indexes of 1.00 or more. and the records of 
these leaders. arranged in the order of 
their indexes in 1956. are set forth in the 
accompanying tabulation, along with the 
accumulated number of year-starters and 
the indexes for the 1949-56 period.

American-bred Relic. with an 
index of 2.49. is second only to Vatellor. 
if only the sires with as many as 20 
runners are considered. *Nordlicht. with 
5 runners. has a high index of 1.67. 
Tenerani. sire of the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe winner Ribot. does not appear 


he had only 4 runners in France in 1956. 
The huge purse of the Arc de Triomphe 
accounted for most of the 30,260,200 frances 
attributed to Tenerani’s get in 1956. when 
the one-year index for 4 starters was 19.22. 


The 8-Year Leaders 


The second tabulation summarizes the 
records of the most prominent sires in the 
1949-56 period. It accounts for sires which 
had at least 20 year-starters during the 8 
years. The extremely high lifetime index 
attributed to Tenerani, which had only 21 
year-starters, is almost entirely owing to 
Ribot’s victories in the Prix de lAre de 
Triomphe renewals of 1955 and 1956. 

A tally of the sires represented by at 
least one runner in 1956 reveals that 237 
of them had a total of at least 20 year- 
starters. Of these, 29.5 per cent had 
cumulative indexes of 1.00 or more. The 
tabulation given here shows only the 22 
sires, or 9.3 per cent, with indexes above 
1.80. 


France. is in the top 4 per cent. *Ardan, 
which crossed the Atlantic in the opposite 
direction, has a French index almost twice 
as high as his American ranking. whereas 
Relic’s coefficient of success in France is 
much higher than for his relatively small 
representation in North America. (The 
conditions of French racing apparently 
are better adapted to the assimilation of 
American speed than American conditions - 
are suited to the use of French stamina.) 


The 1956 average of 393.587 frances, at 
the rate of 350 francs to the dollar, 
represents an average distribution of about 
$1.125 per horse. The British-Irish aver- 
age of £238.41. at the rate of $2.80 to the 
pound. was equivalent to $667.55, but only 
first money is accounted for. The North 
American average for 1956 was $3.068. 
Adjustment of all earnings to the opportuni- 
ties offered in a given year in a given 
country allows comparison of the results 
against a common standard of measure-

In a Word—Success 


In view of your deeply appreciated 
support of our distance racing progress | 
believe you will be most happy to learn 
of its success at our autumn meeting of 
1956. which 1an 29 days from November 
13 through December 15. 

A survey just completed shows that the 
average per-race handle on the 232 races 
was $140.040, while the average per-race 
handle on the 37 distance events was $154. 
269. a per-race gain on the longer races 
of $14,229. 

Excluding 59 races for 2-year-olds, all 
at 1,45 miles or less. 65 races (37.6 per 
cent) were from 8 to 9 furlongs, 71 races 
(41 per cent) were under one mile. and 
37 races (21.3 per cent) were at 1) 
miles or longer. Distance events were run 
as every race on the program except the 
third and were scheduled on all days of 
the week. Further, on 17 of the 29 racing 
days the longest race was one of the 3 best 
betting events on the card. Eleven distance 
races were the best betting races on the 
days they were run. So much for the 
response of the betting public to this pro- 
gram. 

As for the horsemen. they put limit 
fields of 12 horses in 20 of the 37 distance 
events, there being 399 starters in the 37 
races. an average field of 10.7 horses, 
There were a considerable number of 
throw-outs. Three distance races were 
stakes, 3 allowances. 4 starter handicaps. 
and 27 were claiming ($2.500 to $6.000). 

I think we have done extremely well 
with this program. Management is certain- 
ly satisfied with the results both from the 
point of betting revenue and the caliber of 
competition produced. The betting figures 
clearly show the acceptance by the public. 
As for the future. we would like to see 
more tracks extend their route-racing pro- 
grams, which in turn would aid us in our 
efforts to extend a phase of the sport that 
has been wrongfully neglected in recent 
years. 

I want to thank you again for your 
co-operation in helping us put this matter 
before the horsemen and the public.
